The attention of the Daily has been called to the fact 
that at least a hundred dollars worth of books have dis- 
appeared from the reference shelves in the Redpath 
Library. This means that the caution money of the in- 
dividual student will be taxed to pay for the books 
taken. 

However, ,in such cases as this, what the undergrad- 
uates forfeit in a monetary way is the smallest part of 
their loss. That such petty pilfering should be resorted 
to by undergraduates is a stain upon the honor of the 
student body of McOill University. 

We are not ready to believe that all these books 
have been stolen. Many of them have doubtless been de- 
layed in their return through carelessness, and it is to 
be hoped that any men with library books in their poses- 
sion will return them as soon as possible. However, 
making all allowances for carelessness and delays, we 
cannot help feeling that deliberate dishonesty is being 
shown by some students. 

Theft is a crime at any time, and it is a baser offense 
than usual when penetrated by an undergraduate who 
takes advantage of the opportunities offered by the Col- 
lege to help the .student in his pursuit of knowledge.
